PRISON LABO R 


Senator Fassett’s p rison bill contains more 
p ractical common sense on the labor question 
than any other measure that we Lav e seen 
A fter p rov iding for a codification of existing 
p rison laws, it p roceeds to tlie main subject 
F irst, it giv es an op p ortunity to 
tin 
p risoner for reform, by sentencing him for an 
indefinite tim e lietween the m axim um and 
m inim um lim its fixed by law. 
W hen the 
m inim um limit is reached lie m ay make ap 
p lication for discharge or release on p arole 
w hereup on he shall be exam ined by a boar 
established for the p urp ose. 
T his board can 
determ ine w hether he shall continue to serv e 
under the sentence, he released up on p arole 
subject to re-imp risoument if the conditions 
o f the p arole are not comp lied with, or be 
abso lutely discharged. 
In the latter case his 
refo rm m ust be so ev ident and so thorough : 
to satisfy the board that the welfare of society 
will not be jeop arded by his release. 
The 
same part 
of the bill abolishes all cruel 
metho els o f p unishm ent and substitutes only 
so litary 
confinement 
on 
short 
rations. 
Measures are al 
rov ided for the p reserv a­ 
tio n o f the health of Ih« * p risoners and for the 
ascertainment and treatment of insanity. 
The po rtio n dev oted to the em p loym ent of 
the co nvicts p rov ides for their classification 
into three div isions; first, those who ere most 
co rrigible and suscep tible to reform ation; 
seco nd, the ap p arently incorrigible but skill 
ful and com p etent as workers; third, the 
hardened offenders who are likely to inter­ 
fere with p rison discip line. 
T he first class 
are to be giv en emp loyment w ith the object 
o f fitting them for usefulness and honorable 
self-suppo rt when released, w hether p rofits 
result from their labors or not. 
The second 
class are to be emp loyed up on saleable p ro­ 
ducts, w ith the object, first, of p rofit to the 
state, and 
second, of fitting them for self- 
suppo rt when released. The third class are to 
be em plo yed solely fo r the p rofit of the state.

sible. 
The priso ners are to receive instruc­ 
tio n an ho ur and a half each day except Sun 
days. 
Tho se serving life sentences, and thus 
debarred fro m co mmutatio n fo r go o d behav­ 
io r, may be paid wages o f fro m 8 to 12 cents 
a day in fhe discretio n o f the priso n o fficials.

Troy p rim ary election, 'a few weeks ago, 
M urp hy im p orted a gang of the most ruffian­ 
ly men that Rensselaer county can p roduce, 
to help carry the day. 
These men are his 
most abject serv ants, and will p ick a p ocket 
or smash a m an’s skull at his bidding. 
The row was ov er the election of Dem o­ 
cratic candidates for tIn.* ward offices, p rinci­ 
p ally Sup erv isors. 
Two years ago John Gar- 
ido was elected Mayor of Cohoes bv the 
Democrats. 
He wanted to control the dele­ 
gates from that city to the County Conv ention 
last sp ring to insure his election to the Demo­ 
cratic 
N ational Conv ention at St. Louis. 
Mayor Garsidc was defeated and ex-County 
Clerk John Larkin, a sworn Clev eland man, 
chosen. 
This drew more closely the lines 
between the Hill and Clev eland Democrats iu 
this city, and the contest between these two 
factions become so bitter, under the lead of 
these two I^emocrats. that Garside, through 
questionable means, obtained control of the 
p olice dep artm ent and turned out all the old 
members of the p olice force and made the 
force strictly a p olitical machine of his own. 
He used it to-day in such a m anner that riot­ 
ing and blood shed are the result. 
In two of the wards hero tin* Herrick men 
carried the day without disturbance; but in 
the F ourth W ard, after balloting for an 
hour, it became ap p arent to the M ayor’s men 
that iliey were beaten by a large m ajority, 
and that their only recourse was to cap ture 
the p olls and run the election to suit them ­ 
selv es. 
T he p olice, under orders ap p arently 
from the Mayor, broke down the doors of 
the p olling p lace and smashed the ballot- 
boxes, scattering Hie ballots on the floor.

This infuriated the p olice, 
who had been sent there by the M ayor to 
run-things, and they demanded admission to 
the office of (» ’Day's barn, where the election 
was taking p lace. 
The insp ectors denied 
them admission, claiming that they had no 
right there. 
1 lie p olice battered down the 
doors a r'd gained admission. 
In the fight 
Police Sergeant Barrett was struck ov er the 
head with an axe. 
His skull was fractured, 
and ho ia likely to die. 
\V iiile this row was in p rogress, one of 
Larkin’s men shov ed a p istol through a win­ 
dow and threatened to shoot the first man 
who came in sight. 
William O’Brien, a for 
mer town officer, was so badly p ounded that 
he had to he carried home.

men by force of numbers got p ossession of

DEMOCRA T AND MUG WUMP. 


Collector Magone, Democrat, remained in 
charge of the New York Custom House un­ 
til President Harrison hud time to set his ad­ 
ministration in good working order, and then 
went to Washington and delivered his roaig. 
nation in person. 
He actually wanted to be 
relieved, though his commission had not ex­ 
pired. 
As a party man, he realized the ne­ 
cessity of harmony between the administra­ 
tion at Washington and the subordinate otfi- 
cials in charge of important trusts. 
He 
realized also that the anticipation of early 
discharge 
was 
a 
temptation 
to 
dis­ 
honest employes to commit depredations 
for which he would be held responsible, 
lie 
had been a Democrat in office, and had used 
the place for all it was worth as a party ma­ 
chine. 
Rut he accepts defeat in a manly 
fashion and takes himself out of the way at 
the precise moment when the President is 
ready to name his successor. 
Postmaster Pearson is a Mugwump. 
lie 
was retained in office at the demand of those 
reformers who went over to the Democracy 
in 1884 on a pretense of 'dissatisfaction with 
the Republican candidates. 
This one con 
cession 
to 
Mugwump 
demands 
kept 
them 
faithful 
to 
Mr. 
Cleveland 
for 
four 
years, 
and 
when 
the 
Republicans nominated a candidate against 
whom no objection could be raised, they 
shifted their ground to free trade. 
Since the 
election, however, having no further use for 
Mr. Cleveland, they have discovered a pro 
found admiration for Gen. Harrison. 
They 
have intimated that he could have their sup­ 
port without reserve or qualification if Post­ 
master Pierson was retained. 
They have en­ 
couraged Mr. Pierson to cling to his office in 
the hope that their pleadings and demands 
would prevail. 
He could not believe until 
yesterday ’.that he was to he susperceded. 
When a Tribune reporter called upon him 
yesterday and informed him of Mr. Van 
Cott’s appoiutment his utterance was so 
choked by emotion that he could scarcely 
speak. “ He had received no official notice that 
his services were no longer required nor any 
intimation that he was to l>e removed. 
No 
specific arrangements for the future had been 
made by him. He had been in the Postofiice 
Department neatly all his life, having entered 
as a clerk when a young man, and had always 
done, he said, w hat according to his judg­ 
ment was for the be*st interests of the service. 
If it was thought that the service would be 
improved by his retirement he ought not to 
complain.” Mr. Pierson w as apparently broken 
dowTn by the news. 
He had evidently be­ 
lieved up to the last moment that he was to 
be retained, though he played the offensive 
partisan iu Democratic behalf in the most 
flagrant manner at several elections. 
There may be a difference of opinion as to 
whether the conduct of Magone or of Pier­ 
son is the more worthy of commendation. 
Mr. Magone lias done something to confirm 
and strengthen the old Democratic doctrine 
that “ to the victors belong the spoils,” by his 
turning over the office to a Republican. But 
did not Mr. Pierson practically affirm this 
doctrine when he deprived a large numlier 
of Republican letter carriers of their votes by 
keeping them employed at points distant from 
their voting places on election day? Mr. 
Magone has' no 
further 
use 
for his 
office because he cannot make it of service to 
his party. 
Mr. Pierson has so much use of 
his office for himself that there could be no 
doubt 
his devoted Republicanism during 
the next four years if he were permitted to 
retain it. 
He is succeeded by a man who is 
first, last and always a Republican. Whether 
the Democratic way or the Mugwump way is 
the more worthy of praise, it strikes us 
that the President’s action is indicative of the 
presence of a Republican administration at 
Washington. 


PRISON LABOR. 


Senator Fassett’s prison bill contains more 
practical common sense on the labor question 
than any other measure that we have seen. 
After providing for a codification of existing 
prison laws, it proceeds to the main subject. 
First, it gives an opportunity to 
the 
prisoner for reform, by sentencing him for an 
indefinite time lietween the maximum and 
minimum limits fixed by law. 
When the 
minimum limit is reached he may make ap­ 
plication for discharge or release on parole, 
whereupon he shall be examined by a board 
established for the purpose. 
This board can 
determine whether he shall continue to serve 
under the sentence, lie released upon parole 
subject to re-imprisonment if the conditions 
of the parole are not complied with, or be 
absolutely discharged. 
In the latter case his 
reform must be so evident and so thorough as 
to satisfy the board that the welfare of society 
will not be jeoparded by his release. 
The 
same part of the bill atiolishcs all cruel 
methods of punishment and substitutes only 
solitary confinement 
on 
short 
rations. 
Measures are al 
rovided for the preserva­ 
tion of the health o f the prisoners and for the 
ascertainment and treatment of insanity. 
The portion devoted to the employment of 
the convicts provides for their classification 
into three divisions; first, those who ere most 
corrigible and susceptible to reformation; 
second, the apparently incorrigible but skill­ 
ful and competent as workers; third, the 
hardened offenders who are likely to inter­ 
fere with prison discipline. The first class 
are to be given employment with the object 
of fitting them for usefulness and honorable 
self-support when released, whether profits 
result from their labors or not. 
The second 
class are to be employed upon saleable pro­ 
ducts, with the object, first, of profit to the 
state, and second, of fitting them for self- 
support when released. The third class are to 
be employed solely for the profit of the state. 
The bill prohibits the contrac» system, 
adopts the state account system, and permits 
the piece price system to be substituted when 
the appropriation for the state account sys­ 
tem gives out. 
The number employed at any 
odc industry shall not exceed 10 per cent of 
the free laborers engaged in the same occu­ 
pation in the state. 
Institutions supported 
wholly or partly by the state are to receive 
their supplies from the prisons as far as pos­ 
sible. 
The prisoners are to receive instruc­ 
tion an hour and a half each day except Sun 
days. Thoie serving life sentences, and thus 
debarred from commutation for good behav­ 
ior, may be paid wages of from 8 to 12 cents 
a day in the discretion of the prison officials. 
Iliis is a good, practical bill. 
The only 


important feature lacking is one providing for 
the distribution of actual profits, if any are 
earned, among the families of those prisoners 
who are deprived of the means of suppoit by 
their incarceration. This would provide a 
great stimulus to industry, and would over­ 
come the last objection of labor organizations 
to giving to prisoners the best and most prof­ 
itable employment possible. 


COLLECTOR AND POSTMASTER. 


The two appointments of highest interest 
to New Yorkers since the Cabinet positions 
were disposed of were made by President 
Harrison yesterday. 
Joel B. Erhardt was 
appointed Collector of the Port, and Senator 
Cornelius YanCott Postmaster of New York. 
These appointments appear to suit every­ 
body. 
Democrats as well as Republicans ex­ 
press pleasure. 
Both gentlemen are natives 
and life long residents of the city, where they 
have built up reputations as honorable busi­ 
ness men and politicians which commend 
them to universal confidence. 
Mr. Erhardt is about fifty-one years old, 
and a graduate of the University of Yer- 
mout. 
He abandoned his law studies in 
1*81 to enter the army. 
He served through 
the war, reaching the rank of Captain. 
He 
has since held the offices of United States Dis­ 
trict Attorney, Police Commissioner and Uni­ 
ted States Marshal. 
His last public service 
was as receiver and President of the New 
York and Northern road. lie was the Re­ 
publican candidate tor Mayor of New York 
last fall, and received 78,037 voles, while 
Mayor Hewitt received only 71,979. 
He was 
defeated by Hugh J. Grant, who received 
114,111. 
Mr. YanCott is 50 years old. 
He began 
the trade of compositor in the American 
Tract Society’s establishment, but left it 
to learn carriage 
making. 
Activity 
iu 
politics brought 
him 
into 
prominence, 
and during Mr. Lincoln’s administration he 
was appointed an inspector of customs. This 
office he resigned to go into the insurance 
business. 
He has for several years been a 
director and Vice-President of the .Etna Fire 
Insurance Company. 
He has-been an active 
fireman, and was for several years a member 
and President of the Board of Fire Commis- 
sioneis. 
He is a trustee of the West Side 
savings bank, President of the Lincoln Club 
and a member of the Republican state com- 
miitee. 
In 1887 he was dieted a State ¡Sen­ 
ator from the eighth district by a plurality of 
4,803 over the Democratic candidate and a 
majority over the whole of 1,661. 


T H E ED. M URPH Y GANG. 


They S tart a D em ocratic W ar in C ohoes— 
H eads B roken and Boxes S m ashed. 
[Special dispatch to the New York Tribune.] 
Co hoes, N. Y., April 5.—This town has 
been in a ferment all day and the result will 
probably be a murder or two. 
The cause is 
the rivalry between David B. Hill’s man 
“Ed” Murphy, Jr., Chairman of the Demo­ 
cratic State Committee, and the friends of I) 
Cady Herrick, the Cleveland leader, of Al 
bnny, who are fighting for political supre­ 
macy in Albany county. 
As in the West 
Troy primary election, a few weeks ago, 
Murphy imported a gang of the most ruffian­ 
ly men that Rensselaer county can produce, 
to help carry the day. These men are his 
most abject servauts, and will pick a pocket 
or smash a man’s skull at his bidding. 
The row was over the election of Demo­ 
cratic candidates for the ward offices, princi­ 
pally Supervisors. 
Two years ago John Gar- 
side was elected Mayor of Cohoes bv the 
Democrats. 
He wanted to control the dele­ 
gates from that city to the County Convention 
last spring to insure his election to the Demo­ 
cratic National Convention at St. Louis. 
Mayor Garside was defeated and ex-County 
Clerk John Larkin, a sworn Cleveland man, 
chosen. 
This drew more closely the lines 
between the Hill and Cleveland Democrats iu 
this city, and the contest between these two 
factions become so bitter, under the lead of 
these two Democrats, that Garside, through 
questionable means, obtained control of the 
police department and turned out all the old 
members of the police force and made the 
force strictly a political machine of his own. 
He used it to-day in such a manner that riot­ 
ing and blood shed are the result. 
In two of the wards here the Herrick men 
carried the day without disturbance; but in 
the Fourth Ward, after balloting for an 
hour, it became apparent to the Mayor’s men 
that they were beaten by a large majority, 
and that their only recourse was to capture 
the polls and run the election to suit them­ 
selves. 
The police, under orders apparently 
from the Mayor, broke down the doors of 
the polling place and smashed the ballot- 
boxes, scattering the ballots on the floor. 
This led to a general fight between the in 
spectors of election, who wi re Lai kin men, 
anil the police, and among the people who 
were massed on the outside. 
The police 
brought a second ballot-box with them and 
tried to run the Mayor’s side of the election. 
Heads were broken and many men were bad­ 
ly injured. 
But the most serious affray was iu the First 
Ward. 
Here the inspectors were Larkin 
men, and the Mayor’s forces demanded a 
watcher at ttie polls. 
This was granted, but 
lie was compelled to enter the polling place 
by a rear door. 
This infuriated the police, 
who had been sent there by the Mayor to 
run things. anil they demanded admission to 
the office of O’Dav’s barn, where the election 
was taking place. 
The inspectors denied 
them admission, claiming that they had no 
right there. 
The police battered down the 
doors ar'd gained admission. 
In the tight 
Police Sergeant Barrett was struck over the 
head with an axe. 
His skull was fractured, 
and he is likely to die. 
While this row was in progress, one of 
Larkin’s men shoved a pistol through a win­ 
dow and threatened to «hoot the first man 
wiio came in sight. 
William O’Brien, a for 
raer town officer, was so badly pounded that 
he had to be carried home. 
The Mayor’s 
men by force of numbers got possession of 
the polls and carried tilings their own way. 
To-night Cohoes is in a state of wild ex­ 
citement. 
Fights and slugging affrays, al­ 
most without number, have taken place, and 
several men have been carried home with 
serious 
injuries. 
The Sheriff of Albany 
county has sworn in a posse of men and will 
keep order, if possible, during the election 
on Monday, when Murphy ami his gang are 
expected to appear in force. 


T H E C EN T EN N IA L FUSS. 


How it is V iew ed in A nother S la te -S o m e 
R idiculous F eatu res. 
[From the Philadelphia Times.] 
They are having lots of fun in New York 
over the proposed centennial commemoration 
of the inauguration of Washington. 
The 
committee having the celebration in cbtrge 
is carefully selected froii the most aristo­ 
cratic society, and while the common people 
are to be allowed to look on, only persons of 
clear descent from revolutionary grand­ 
fathers are expected to take part in the offi­ 
cial ceremonies. 
There is, of course, do rule without an ex­ 
ception, and some of the official personages 
whom it has been necessary to include, as 
well as some mem tiers of the committee itself, 
arc of rather shady genealogy. 
Still, the 
Four Hundred have done the best they 
could, and they are happy in the good for­ 
tune that has sent a President of the United 
States just at this time who had a distin­ 
guished grandfather and great-grandfather, 
and who is therefore amply qualified to oc 
cupy tlie place of General Washington in the 
procession. 
He is to be received, just as 
Washington was, at Elizabetliport, escorted 
to the city in a barge, and otherwise made an 
exhibition of. 
He will not, however, wear 
tlie Washington costume. 
It 
is remembered 
that 
in Washing­ 
ton’s time the President was surrounded 
with a good deal of aristocratic style, and 
the committee is determined to show no de­ 
terioration from the standard of the origi­ 
nal Republican court. It has therefore been 
compelled, in issuing invitations to the inau- 
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L a e ta te d Food 
garation ball, to draw the line at the Legisla­ 
ture. 
But the Legislature is expected to pay 
the bills, and the rural members thus bad the 
committee at a disadvantage. 
No invita­ 
tions, no appropriation. 
80 an emissary of the Four Hundred was 
sent up to Albany to negotiate. 
He agreed 
to invite tlie Legislature to tlie ball anil to 
give the members a Grand Stand all to them­ 
selves from which to view' the procession. 
This was expected to make peace, but when 
the Legislators found that the ball tickets 
weie for “ one gentleman only ” and would 
not admit their wives and daughters, they 
wore up iu arms again. 
Negotiations were accordingly renewed, 
hut at this point the members of the commit­ 
tee were obdurate. They might, by a stretch, 
take in tlie members themselves, ex officio, 
but as to the wives and daughters of the 
Metropolitan Aldermen, the doors that open 
ouly to good society must be resolutely 
closed. 
It was hoped that the matter had been fin­ 
ally adjusted on this basis, but it appears that 
even so purely a formal a concession to the 
commonalty lias broken the heart, as it were, 
of the Grand Panjandrum himself, aud the 
telegraph brings the appalling news that Mr. 
Ward McAllister, the special guardian of 
New York society, has resigned his commis­ 
sion as leader of the ball and washed his 
hands of the whole affair. 
It is believed that the 400 will pull them­ 
selves together and bravely maintain their po­ 
sition in spile of the defection of tiieir leader, 
but the situation is critical. 
The whole 
scheme of attempting to reproduce the con­ 
ditions of a hundred years ago is so absurd 
that it seems unnecessary to discuss which 
party to the present quarrel is the most ridicu­ 
lous* 
But in any ease it furnishes plenty of 
sport for unsympathetic spectators at a dis­ 
tance.

GENERAL SH ER IDAN ’S WAR HORSE. 


T he F a ithfu l A n im al D escribed in “ P e r­ 
sonal M em oirs ’’—E ndurance. 
General P. II. Sheridan, in his “ Persoual 
Memoirs,” describes his black horse, Rienzi, 
made historical from hav ing been ridden in 
many battles, conspicuously in the ride from 
W inchester to Cedar Creek, which has been 


celebrated in the poem by T.Buchanan Read. 
According to the “ M em oirs” the horse was 
of Morgan stock, and w hen presented to him 
by Captain Campbell, of the Second M ichi­ 
gan Cav alry, in 1862, w as about three years 
old. 
Rienzi is described in the “ M em oirs” 
as follows: “ He was jet black, excepting 
three white feet, 16 hands hig h, and strong ly 
built, with great powers of endurance. 
He 
was so activ e that he could cov er with ease 
fiv e miles an hour at his natural w alking 
gait.

intelligence ev inced in ev ery feature, and his 
thoroughbred appearance were so striking 
that any person accustom ed to horses could 
not misunderstand such a noble animal.

in a little hollow 
beneath

house was Eloise Madison, 
blistered and 
scorched and burned, without hardly a shred 
of clothing upon her. 
T he girl m ust hav e 
been in the

she 
was found for at least a quarter of an hour. 
Her clothing, sav e the collar of her dress, 
part of the stocking on the tig ht foot and the 
right shoe had been com pletely burned from 
her body. Standing unaided and conscious of 
her terrible condition she greeted the first 
person to her assistance with the ejaculation : 
“ My God, can’t you do som ething for m e.” 
Strong men shuddered and for a minute 
turned away, but for a mom ent only, when 
ready hands did ev erything that could be 
done for her. 
Mrs. G .E . Bailey, in whose 
em ploy the young g irl was, and W illiam 
Ashton, the hired man, had a v ery narrow 
escape,and suffered painful but not dangerous 
injuries. 
Mrs. Bailey says when 
the fire 
caug ht the dw elling house it blazed like tin­ 
der and allowed them no alternativ e but to 
run for their liv es. 
T his they did, Air. A sh­ 
ton taking each of the wom en by the arm 
and starting with them through the smoke 
and flames. 
They had g one but a short dis­ 
tance when Miss Madison fell. 
T he smoke 
was so thick that when they stopped to look 
for her she could not be seen, and thinking 
she had gone in another direction, they re­ 
sumed their efforts to escape. 
After a sev ere 
strug g le they succeeded in g etting to the 
windward side of the fare, and made their 
w av to a neighboring ranch. 
A t George H unt’s place the fam ily had just 
seated them selv es at the dinner table, when 
Mrs. Hunt saw sparks flying iu the kitchen. 
Seizing a blanket apiece, the people in the 
house threw them ov er their heads and 
started from the building.

Many fanners lost ev ery­ 
thing and are hom eless and destitute.

house of W illiam Cline was burned, Mrs 
Cline perishing iu the flames. 
She was 70 
years old, and was the mother of E. W . 
Cline, 
Prosecuting Attorney of

Near Oak wood Lake liv es Frank 
G oodfellow. 
He was aw ay from hom e when 
the fire came. 
Mrs. G oodfellow and three 
ehiidred heroically foug ht the flames sev eral 
hours, and then were forced to get down on 
their knees w hile the flames passed ov er them. 
Mrs. Goodfellow is so badly burned that she 
will probably die.

General P. II. Sheridan, iu his “ Personal 
Memoirs,” describes his black horse, Rienzi, 
made historical from having been ridden iu 
many battles, conspicuously in the ride from 
W inchester to Cedar Creek, which lias been 
celebrated in the poem by T.Buchanan Read. 
According to the “ Memoirs” the horse was 
of Morgan stock, and when presented to him 
by Captain Campbell, of the Second Michi­ 
gan Cavalry, in 1862, was about three years 
old. 
Rienzi is described in the “ Memoirs ' 
as follows: “ He was jet black, excepting 
three white feet, 16 Hands high, and strongly 
built, with great powers of endurance. 
He 
was so active that he could cover w ith ease 
five miles an hour at his natural walking 
gait.

Campbell presented him to 
rue on one of these visits, and from that time 
until the close of the war I rode him almost 
continuously in every campaign aud battle in 
which I took part, without once 
finding 
him 
overcom e 
by 
fatigue, though 
on 
many occasions his strength was severely 
tested by long marches and short rations. 
I never observed in him any vicious habits; 
a n -rvousncss and restlessness and switch of 
the tail when everything about him was in 
repose being the only indication that he m ight 
be untrustworthy. 
No one but a novice 
could be deceived by this, however, fer the 
intelligence evinced in every feature, nnd his 
thoroughbred appearance were so striking 
that any person accustomed to horses could 
not misunderstand such a noble animal. 
* A lthough he was several times wounded, 
this horse escaped death in action; and living 
to a ripe old age, died in 1878, attended to the 
last with all the care, and surrounded with 
every com fort due the faithful service he had 
rendered.” 


THE “OLD LEATHER MAN’S” COSTUME

In an article telling cf the “ Leather Man 
recently found dead in the town of Mt. Pleas 
ant, W estchester County, the H ighland Bern 
orcat thus describes the costume w hich gave 
the deceased his name: “ Breeches, jacket 
and boots were a mosaic of patches taken 
from old bootlegs. 
These fragm ents were 
united by leather thongs, laced like a shoe 
tie. 
The w hole fabric was m ellowed by time 
and stress of weather, and dirt, to a rich 
russet tint that, despite its uuc’eanliness, 
would render it a thing of beauty to an artist 
The jacket had huge pouches or pockets on 
the inside, and the garment must w eigh, when 
these receptables are empty of the m iscella 
neous assortment of old ‘ ju n k ’ found in 
them, not less than 30 pounds. 
T he breeches 
were nearly as heavy, and the boots, fabri 
cated in the same remarkable fashion, had 
wooden soles at least two inches thick. 
It is 
thought that this same suit had served as the 
dead man’s appurel for nearly 30 years. Sum ­ 
mers and winters he wore it, and no one ever 
saw him iu any other kind of attire.” 


ATAL P R A I R I E FIRES.

S t . P a u l , April 6.—The list of losses by 
the prairie fires in Dakota increase and the 
descriptions 
of 
hnir-breadth 
escapes are 
thrilling. 
In 
Yankton County alone the 
damage iu $150,000. 
Near Rapid City Pro­ 
fessor G. E. Bailey’s ranch was destroyed. 
When n party of neighbors drove through 
the blinding smoke at the rear of the house 
an appalling sight met their gaze. 
Standing 
a little hollow 
beneath the ruins of the 
house was Eloise Madison, blistered and 
scorched and burned, without hardly a shred 
of clothing upon her. 
The girl must have 
been in the 
conditiwri 
in 
w hich 
she­ 
as found for at least a quarter of an hour. 
Her clothing, save the collar of her dress, 
part of the stocking on the right foot and the 
ght shoe had been completely burned from 
her body. Standing unaided and conscious of 
r terrible condition she greeted the first 
person to her assistance with the ejaculation : 
My God, can’t you do something lor m e.” 
Strong men shuddered and for a minute 
turned away, but for a moment only, wbeu 
ready hands did everything that could be 
done for her. 
Mrs. G. E. Bailey, in whose 
employ the young girl was, and W illiam 
Ashton, the hired man. had a very narrow 
scape,and suffered painful hut not dangerous 
injuries. 
Mrs. Bailey says when the tire 
caught the dw elling house it blazed like tin­ 
der and allowed them no alternative but to 
run for their lives. 
This they did. Mr. A sh­ 
ton taking each of the women by the arm 
and starting with them through the smoke 
and flames. 
They had gone but a short dis- 
ince when Miss Madison fell. 
T he smoke 
as so thick that when they stopped to look 
for her she could not he seen, and thinking 
she had gone in another direction, they re­ 
sumed their efforts to escape. 
After a severe 
struggle they succeeded in getting to the 
indward side of the fire, and made their 
ay lo a neighboring ranch. 
At George H unt’s place the fam ily had just 
seated them selves at the dinner table, when 
Mrs. Hunt saw sparks flying iu the kitchen. 
Seizing a blanket apiece, the people in the 
house threw them over tneir heads and 
started from the building. 
By good fortune 
all succeeded in reaching a place of safety. 
For 20 feet their path was through a sheet of 
flame 50 tcet high. 
Many of the other farms 
on Rapid Valley barely escaped the wild 
flames 
which

lost their 
homes, only escaping partly clothed. 
M a­ 
chinery, grain, hay and a great amount of 
stock were burned. 
The unfortunate farm­ 
ers are entirely destitute and without food or 
shelter. 
In Douglass County the fire was one of the 
worst ever known. 
Many farmers lost every­ 
thing and are homeless and destitute. 
The 
house of W illiam Cline was burned, Mrs 
.’line perishing in the flames. 
¡She was 70 
ears old, and was the mother o f E. W . 
Tine, 
Prosecuting Attorney o f 
Douglas 
bounty. 
Near Oakwood Lake lives Frank 
Goodfellow. 
He was away from home when 
the fire came. 
Mrs. Goodfellow and tlm 
hildred heroically fought the flames several 
hours, and then were forced to get down on 
their knees while the flames passed over them. 
Mrs. Goodfellow is so badly burned ttiat she 
will probably die. 
In Brule County casualties are being re­ 
ported daily. 
Fully 100 fam ilies have lost 
every thing* the loss reaching $150,000. 
T wo 
women were burned to death near Chamber­ 
lin. 
It is reported at the latter place that 
the tire was started by Indians on the reser 
ation. 
The Crow Creek Agency had a nar­ 
row escape.

ITIES AID ASSOCIATION. 


Views E xpressed b y Those P re se n t In R ela ­ 
tion to tlie C are of P a tie n ts —R ending 
M atter for the P oor IIouso—R e­ 
ports Made, E tc. 


A meeting of the Local Branch of the State 
Charities Aid Association was Held in the 
Court House. Kingston, yesterday afternoon. 
H. Bernard presided. 
5Iiss Shufeldt, of the Committee on Out- 
of-Door Relief, staled that no special action 
had b een taken b y that Committee. 
J. V. Henry Nott, Chairman of the Gen­ 
eral Committee on Asylum and Poor House, 
reported that he had made a recent visit to 
the Ulster County Poor House and Insane 
Asylum. 
Silas Saxton was ab sent, b ut he 
was shown over the premises b y an attendant. 
He found everything apparently in good con­ 
dition. 
Mr. Nott reported as to his action 
and address b efore the Legislative Committee 
in opposition to Ulster County keeping its 
own insane, and in favor of the State hill. 
He said that since his visit to Willard a vear 
ago he had made the sub ject of the care of 
insane a study, and though he wished to cast 
no reflection upon the authorities at the Poor 
House lie had b ecome more convinced than 
ever that the State should care for its own in­ 
sane where thcv could have expert medical 
treatment and uecessarily receive b etter care 
thau in a County Insane Asylum. 
“ It is a 
terrib le disease, noue more terrib le, and the 
Itest medical care should b e given them 
Country doctors cannot understand the treat' 
ment of insane persons as well as those who 
have made a life study of the sub ject.” 
Louis Bevier called attention to the fact 
that since 1869 , out of 9 0 patients only three 
had b een discharged b y W illard Insane Asy 
lum, whereas, since the County had take 
care of its own insane 12 had b een practically 
cured, which spoke volumes in favor of treat 
ment of insane in a home asylum.

Mr. Nott—“ They were nearly cured at the 
State Asylum b efore they were taken 
New-Paltz. 
The County is merely receivin 
the b enefit of the expert medical treatment 
Willard.” 
Mr. Bevier : “ If they were so nearly cure 
at Willard why were they not discharged 
The fact is they were not only not dis 
charged, b ut it was with the utmost difficulty 
that the County could get possession of them 
F. A. Westb rook suggested that thou« 
everything was not perhaps as perfect as 
might b e at the County Asylum many im 
provements would b e made, and when the 
q uestion which should have the care of the 
insane, County or State, was finally settled 
the Association might do much good in super 
vising, inspecting, etc. 
F. J. R. Clarke said the county care of in 
sane in the West where it had b een favor: 
was as yet a mere experiment. 
Affairs there 
are totally different than in the East. 
“ The 
whole sentiment of the country seems in 
clined toward State care, not alone individu 
als, b ut the 5Ietropolitan press advocates it 
State care is favorab le to econony.” 
Mr. Bevier called attention to the fact tli 
the State hill 
advocated 
supervision 
smaller numb ers, which necessarily woul 
increase the expense, and that special! 
claimed that patients would have b etter care 
iu smaller institutions. 
He spoke of the 
crowded condition at Willard, and that as for 
economy an appropriation of half a million 
was asked for new b uildings. 
5Ir. Nott spoke of the lack of reading mat 
ter at the County Asylum, and the fact tin 
insane patients there had no employment 
This was different at Willard, where a sy 
tematic course was carried out to b euefit thei 
minds and aid to improve their general 
health. 
5Ir. Bevier said a recommendation to fur 
nish reading matter for the County Poor 
House had b een made a year ago. 
T here 
sponse had b een slack. 
Mr. Bernard said tliat Sunday Schools 
might aid in this matter b y turning over some 
of their old b ooks to the Poor House. 
He 
suggested that the matter he put in charge of 
William Smith, County Secretary of Sunday 
Schools. 
, 5Ir. Clark reported from the Committe 
appointed to visit the City Alms House: 
visited the Alms House of this City without 
notification the second week in March, 
was inv first visit. 
1 was gratified at the ap 
pearaace of things there. 
The b uildin; 
seem to b e clean, and the rooms had b ee 
whitewashed from one end to the other. 
So 
far as I could tell from a single visit it seemed 
to b e efficiently managed b y the Superin 
tendent. 
There aie some things which

remedied. 
The 
sittin 
room for males is not large enough. The 
men assemb le there in the evening and the 
room is oftentimes packed with people. 
The 
most of them smoke and the room not only 
b ecomes thick with tob acco smoko, b ut 
permeates the sleeping rooms and fills the up 
per floors. 
This can he lemedied b y provid 
ing a room on the third floor for a sittin 
room for men. 
The rooms set aside for 
persons who are ill are not properly located 
This is the fault of the b uilding, and not of 
the Superintendent.”

A meeting of the Local Branch of the State 
Charities Aid Association was held in the 
Court House. Kingston, yesterday afternoon. 
R. Bernard presided. 
Miss Shufeldt, of the Committee on Out- 
of-Door Relief, staled that no special action 
had been taken by that Committee. 
J. V. Henry Nott, Chairman of the Gen­ 
eral Committee on Asylum and Poor House, 
reported that he had made a recent visit to 
the Ulster County Poor Hoiise and Insane 
Asylum. 
Silas Saxton was absent, but he 
was shown over the premises by an attendant. 
He found everything apparently in good con­ 
dition. 
Mr. Nott reported as to his action 
and address before the Legislative Committee 
in opposition to Ulster County keeping its 
own insane, and in favor of the Stata bill. 
He said that since his visit to W illard a vear 
ago he had made the subject of the eare of 
insane a study, and though he wished to east 
no reflection upon the authorities at tbe Poor 
House he bad become more convinced than 
ever that the State should care for its own in­ 
sane where tbev could have expert medical 
treatm ent and ueccssarily receive better care 
thuu in a County Insane Asylum. 
“ It is a 
terrible disease, none more terrible, and tbe 
I test medical care should be given them 
Country doctors cannot understand the treat 
ment ot insane persons as well as those who 
have made a life study of the subject.” 
Louis Bevier called attention to the fact 
that since 1869, out of 90 patients only three 
had been discharged by W illard Insane Asy- 
um, whereas, since the County had taken 
care of its own insane 12 had been practically 
cured, which spoke volumes in favor of treat­ 
ment of insane in a home asylum. 
Mr. N ott—“ They were nearly cured at the 
State Asylum before they were taken to 
New-Paltz. 
The County Is merely receiving 
the benefit of the expert medical treatment at 
W illard.” .. 
Mr. Bevier : “ If they were so nearly cured 
at W illard why were they not discharged 
The fact is they were not only not dis 
charged, but it was with the utmost difficulty 
that the CouDty could get possession of them .” 
F . A. Westbrook suggested that though 
everything was not perhaps as perfect as it 
m ight be at the County Asylum many im 
provements would be made, and when tbe 
question which should have the care of the 
insane, County or State, was finally settled, 
the Association might do m uch good in super 
vising, inspecting, etc. 
F . J. R. Clarke said the county care of in 
sane in the West where it had been favored 
was as yet a mere experiment. 
Affairs there 
are totally different than in the East. 
“ The 
whole sentiment of the country seems in­ 
clined toward State eare, not alone individu 
als, but the Metropolitan press advocates it 
State care is favorable to econony.” 
Mr. Bevier called attention to the fact that 
the State bill 
advocated 
supervision of 
smaller numbers, which necessarily would 
increase the expense, and that specialists 
c laimed that patients would have better care 
in smaller institutions, 
líe sooke of the 
crowded condition at W illard, and that as for 
economy an appropriation of half a million 
was asked for new buildings. 
Mr. Nott spoke of the lack of reading m at­ 
ter at the County Asylum, and the fact that 
insane patients there had no employment 
This was different at W illard, where a sys 
tematic course was carried out to benefit their 
minds and aid to improve their general 
health. 
Mr. Bevier said a recommendation to fur­ 
nish reading matter for the County Poor 
House had been made a year ago. 
T h ere 
sponse had been slack. 
Mr. Bernard said that Sunday Schools 
m ight aid in this matter by turning over some 
of their old books to the Poor House, 
lie 
suggested that the m atter be put in charge of 
William Smith, County Secretary of Sunday 
Schools. 
. Mr. Clark reported from the Committee 
appointed to visit the City Alms House: 
“ I 
visited the Alms House of this City without 
notification the second week in March. 
It 
was mv first vi>it. 
1 was gratified at the ap 
pearaace of things there. 
The buildings 
seem to be clean, and the rooms had been 
whitewashed from one end to the other. 
So 
far as I could tell from asiugle visit it seemed 
to be efficiently managed by the Superin­ 
tendent. 
There 
are 
some 
things 
which 
m ight 
be 
remedied. 
The 
sitting 
room for males is not large enough. The 
men assemble there iu the evening and the 
room is oftentimes packed with people. 
The 
most of them smoke and the room not only 
becomes thick with tobacco smoke, but it 
permeates the sleeping rooms and fills the up 
per floors. 
This can be remedied by provid­ 
ing a room on the third floor for a sitting 
room for men. 
The rooms set aside for 
persons who are ill'are not properly located. 
This is the fault of the building, and not of 
the Superintendent.” 
The Association adjourned to meet the first 
Friday in May.

General P. II. Sheridan, in his “ Personal 
Memoir*,” describes hi* black horse, Rienzi, 
made historical from having ticen ridden in 
many battles, conspicuously in the* ride from 
W inchester to Cedar Creek, w hich has been 
celebrated in the poem by ’('.Buchanan Read. 
According to the " Memoirs” the horse* was 
of Morgan stock, and when presented to him 
by Captain Campbell, of Hic* Second Michi­ 
gan Cavalry, in 1883, was about three year* 
old. 
Rienzi is described in tilt* “ M em oirs” 
as follows: “ Ile was jet black, excepting 
three white feet, 16 Hands high, and strongly 
built, with great powers of endurance. 
He 
was so active that he could cover with ease 
five miles an hour at his natural walking 
gait.

# Campbell presented him to 
me on one of these visits, and from that time 
uulil the close of the war I rode him almost 
continuously in every campaign aud battle in 
which I took part, w ithout once 
finding 
him 
overcome 
by 
fatigue, though 
on 
many occasions his strength was severely 
tested by long marches anti short rations. 
I never observed in him any vicious habits; 
a n *rvousnesa and restlessness ami switch of 
the tail when everything about him was in 
repose tieing the only indication that he might 
be untrustworthy. 
No one but a novice 
could lie deceived by this, however, far tile 
intelligence evinced in every feature, and ids 
thoroughbred appearance were so striking 
that any person accustomed to horses could 
not misunderstand such a noble animal.

* * Although he was several times wounded, 
this horse escaped death in action; and living 
to a ripe old age, died in 1878, attended lo the 
last with all the care, and surrounded with 
every comfort due the faithful service he had 
rendered.”

a look inside. 
They are usually In a nervous 
twitter (lnritig the whole time they are in the 
jail and when they go out they invariably ex 
claim: “ My goodness I 
I couldn’t be hired 
to go in there again.” One day a voting w o­ 
man went to the Court House ami told the 
Sheriff that she wished to see the jail before 
she returned home so she could tell the folks 
all about It. Carman, the Jailer, was sent for 
aud he escorted her inside. He supposed, like 
most women, who desire to visit the jail, she 
would he satisfied to go in the hall. 
That 
was uot sufficient, however. 
She wanted to 
see the cells, and that woman wasn’t satisfied 
until she had been shown every cell in the 
fail on (loth floors.

MEETING LOCAL BRANCH STATE CHAR­ 
ITIES AID ASSOCIATION. 


View* E xpressed by T hose P rese n t In R ela­ 
tio n to th e C are of P a tie n ts —R eading 
M atter for th e P oor H ouso—R e­ 
port* Made, E tc. 


A meeting of the Local Branch of the State 
Charities Aid Association was held in the 
Court House, Kingston, yesterday afternoon. 
R. Bernard presided. 
Miss Shufeldt, of the Committee on Out- 
of-Door Relief, staled that no special action 
had been taken by that Committee. 
J. V. Henry Nott, Chairman of the Gen­ 
eral Committee on Asylum and Poor House, 
reported that lie had made a recent visit to 
the Ulster County Poor House and Insane 
Asylum. 
Silas Saxton was absent, but he 
w a* show n over the premises by an attendant. 
He found everything apparently in good con­ 
dition. 
Mr. Nott reported as to his action 
and address before the Legislative Committee 
in opposition to Ulster County keeping its 
own insane, and in favor of the Stat* hill 
He said that since his visit to Willard a year 
ago he had made the subject of the care of 
insane a study, and though he wished to cast 
no reflection upon the authoriti-s at the Poor 
House he had become more convinced than 
ever that the State should care* for its own in­ 
sane where thev could have expert medical 
treatment and necessarily receive better care 
than in a County Insane Asylum. 
“ It is a 
terrible disease, noue more terrible, and the 
liest medical care should lie given them, 
Country doctors cannot understand the treat­ 
ment o! insane persons as well as those who 
have made a life study of the subject." 
Louis Bevier called attention to the fact 
that since 1*69, out of 90 patients only three 
had been discharged by Willard Insane Asy 
lum, w hereas since the County had tnki ii 
care* of its ow n insane 12 had lieen practically 
cured, w Inch spoke volumes in favor of treat­ 
ment of insane in a home asylum. 
Mr. Nott—“ They were nearly cured at the 
State Asylum before they were taken to 
New Paltz. 
The County Is merely receiving 
the benefit of the expert medical treatment at 
W illard.” 
.Mr. Bevier : “ If they were so nearly cured 
at Willard Why were they not discharged ? 
The fact is they were not only not dis 
charged, hut it was with the utmost difficulty 
that the County could get possession of tin rn." 
F. A 
Westbrook suggested that though 
everything was not perhaps as perfect as it 
might he at the County Asylum many im 
provemenS would Is* made, anil when (he 
question which should have the care of the 
insane. County or Slate, was finally settled, 
the Association might do much good in super­ 
vising, inspecting, etc. 
F. J. R. Clarke said the county care of in­ 
sane in the West where it had been favored 
was as yet a mere experiment. 
Affairs there 
are totally different titan in the East. 
“ The 
whole sentiment of the country seems in­ 
clined toward State care, not alone individti 
als, hut the Metropolitan press advocates it. 
State rare is favorable to ceonony." 
Mr. Bevier called attention to the fact that 
the State hill 
advocated 
supervision of 
smaller numbers, which nece-sarilv would 
Increase the expense, and that specialists 
claimed that patients would have lieder care 
in smaller institutions 
He spoke of the 
crowded condition at Willard, and that as for 
economy an appropriation of half a million 
was asked for new buildings. 
Mr. Nott spoke of tile lack of reading mat­ 
ter at the County Asylum, aud the fact that 
insane patients there had no employment. 
This was different at Willard, where a ny* 
tematic course w as carried out to benefit their 
minds and aid to improve their general 
health. 
Mr. Bevier said a recommendation to fur 
nish reading matter for the County Poor 
House had been made a year ago. 
The re­ 
sponse had been slack. 
Mr. Bernard said that Sunday Schools 
might aid in (hi* B latter by turning over aortic 
of their old books to tlie Poor House. 
Ile 
suggested that the mutter lie put in charge of 
William Smith, County Secretary of Sunday 
Schools. 
. Mr Clark reported from the Committee 
appointed to visit the City Alms House: 
“ I 
visited the Alms House of this City without 
notification tin- second week iii March. 
It 
was inv first visit. 
I was gratified at the up 
I wa rn ace of thing* there. 
Tin* buddings 
•rem to be dean, aud the rooms had U*en 
whitewashed from one end to the other.

fnr us I could tell from a single visit it seemed 
to Im* efficiently managed by the Superin­ 
tendent.

Tin­ 
men assemble there in the evening aud the 
room is oftentimes packed with people.

1**0 0 1 1)0 * thick with tobacco smoke, but it 
permeates the sleeping rooms and fill* the up 
lier floors. 
This can b e remedied b y pro V k l 
ing a room on the third floor for a silting 
room for tncu. 
The rooms set aside for

This i* the fault of the building, aud not of 
the Superintendent.”

L eft H om e s t th e A ko of T w elve to Seek 
HU F o rtu n e. 
I From the Port Jervis Gazette J 
The late Coe F. Young left his home in 
Sussex County, N. J., at the age of 12 years, 
haretooted arni with no clothes hut those he 
had on his back, to seek his fortune. 
He 
tramped into Pike County, and from thereto 
Port Jervis, N. Y., w here be struck the tow­ 
path of the Delaware & Hudson Canal,w hich 
had licen recently completed between Hones­ 
dale and the Hudson River. He started up the 
canal, seeking work. 
He bad w alked several 
miles, when lie was taken on bourd a canal 
boat hound for Honesdale. 
On the boat was 
a Scotch emigrant and his family, one mem­ 
ber of which was a boy of about tlicsameoge 
as the little barefoot tramp. Between the two 
boys a warm friendship had grown 1111 by the 
time the boat reached Honesdale. 
The emi­ 
grant family was hound for the town of Car 
bondalc, which had been called into ex­ 
istence bv the coal mines the Canal Com­ 
pany hail opened there. The Scotchman was 
a skilled mechanic and was to go to work in 
the machine shops at Carlionilale. 
The boy 
Young remained in Honesdale, w here he ob­ 
tained work on the canal. 
In a few years he 
owned a boat of his own, and ltad attracted 
the attention of Russell F. Lord, General 
Superintendent of the .Canal, w ho subsequent­ 
ly married Miss Scott, the sider of the pres­ 
ent mistress of the White House, Mrs. Harri­ 
son. 
Young made money on the canal, and 
was finally placed at the ili ad of the freight 
department of the Canal Company. 
His ail 
vancenient was rapid, and on the retirement 
of Superintendent Lord he was made Gener­ 
al Superintendent. 
The Scotch boy, who** acquaintance Young 
had made on the canal boat, became a mule 
driver in the mines at Carbondale, hut was 
subsequently advanced owing lo his remark­ 
able intelligence aud ability, until he became 
President of the Company anti one of the 
railroad magnates of the country. His name 
was Thomas Dickson. Soon after he became 
President of the 
Company 
Coe Young 
was made General Manurer and Vice I’resi 
dent. It was through the sagacity and efforts 
of tho'-e two that the Canal Company obtain­ 
ed control of the gigantic railroad system of 
Central and Northern New York, which it 
now owaa. Thomas Dickson died a few years 
ago. 
Vice President Young declined the of 
flee thus made vacant and subsequently re­ 
tired from the management of the Company. 
his eldt st son being sp lin te d to bls place. 
Mr. Young diid one of the wealthiest men in 
Northern Pennsylvania 
He married, while 
in charge of the Canal Company * freight de­ 
partment, the sister of Thomas Cornell, mil 
Bonaire Hudson River steamboat owner.

daughter of Mr. Young married a -on of 
Thomas Dickson.
